the nation’s treasures 
in the world’s largest 
archive of film, TV and 
sound recordings. 

The 1983 music video 
directed byjohn Landis, 
though still the subject 
of lawsuits over profits, 
was one of 25 films to 

be inducted Wednesday for preservation in the 
2009 National Film Registry of the Library of 
Congress. 

It’s the first music video named to the regis- 
try It had been considered in past years, but fol- 
lowing Jackson’s death, the time was right, said 
Steve Leggett, coordinator of the National Film 
Preservation Board. 

“Because of the way the recording industry is 
evolving and changing, we thought it would be 
good to go back to the development of an earlier 
seismic shift, which was the development of the 
music video,” he said. 

Joining the King of Pop in the 2009 class 
will be the Muppets from 1979’s “The Muppet 
Movie”— the first time on the big screen for 
Kermit the Frog and Miss Piggy— and the 1957 
sci-fi classic “The Incredible Shrinking Man,” 
among other titles. 

The library works with film archives and 
movie studios to ensure original copies are kept 
safe. It also acquires a copy for preservation in its 
own vaults among millions of other recordings 
at the Packard Campus of the National Audio- 
Visual Conservation Center in the hills near 
Culpeper, Va.

“By preserving the nation’s films, we safeguard 
a significant element of our cultural patrimony 
and history,” said Librarian of Congress James H. 
Billington. 

Congress established the registry in 1989, 
which now totals 525 films. They are selected not 
as the “best” American films but instead for their 
enduring importance to U.S. culture. 

The library selects films that are “culturally, 
historically or aesthetically” significant after 
reviewing hundreds of titles nominated by the 
public and consulting with the National Film 
Preservation Board. 


Notable titles include “Once Upon a Time 
in the West” (1968), directed by Sergio Leone, 
representing the “spaghetti western” genre 
that helped propel such rising stars as Clint 
Eastwood. The list also includes Bette Davis’ 
Oscar-winning performance in “Jezebel” from 
1938. 

The oldest film inducted was “Little Nemo” 
from 1911, a mix of live action and animation 
adapted from Winsor McCa/s comic strip 
“Little Nemo in Slumberland.”The film, highly 
advanced for its time, influenced future anima- 
tors, including Walt Disney 


General 
consensus: 
This year 
was awful

WASHINGTON For all their differences, 
Americans largely agree on two things: 
2009 was a lousy year for the nation, 
and 2010 is likely to be better. 

Nearly three-fourths of Americans 
think 2009 was a bad year for the 
country, which was rocked by job 
losses, home foreclosures and eco- 
nomic sickness. Forty-two percent 
rated it “very bad,” according to the 
latest AP-GfK poll. 

That’s clearly worse than in 2006, 
the last time a similar poll was taken. 
The survey that year found 58 percent 
of Americans felt the nation had suf- 
fered a bad year, and 39 percent con- 
sidered it a good year. 

Fewer than half as many people, 
16 percent, said their family had a 
“very good year” in 2009 as said that 
in 2006. 

Behind the gloominess, however, 
are more hopeful views that seem to 
reflect Americans’ traditional opti- 
mism or, perhaps, wishful thinking. 

Even though most said it was a 
bad year for the country, three in five 
Americans said their own family had 
a good year in 2009, while about two 
in five called it a bad year. 

Some 72 percent of Americans said 
they’re optimistic about what 2010 
will bring for the country 

Even more, four in five, are opti- 
mistic about what the year will bring 
for their families. 

Curiously, however, nearly two- 
thirds think their family finances will 
worsen or stay about the same next 
year.

Meters getting hungrier

A funny thing happened to Paul Smilgius during 
the past year as he used Chicago’s new prob- 
lem-plagued, much-maligned, cursed-at park- 
ing meter system. 

He found himself liking it. 

‘At first I was confused and it took some time 
to get used to it, but now I think it’s a much better 
system,” said Smilgius, who parked in the Loop 
on Wednesday to do some holiday shopping. 

He and other street parkers in the city are 
about to get slapped with another scheduled 
fare increase that will bring the fare up to $4.25 
an hour in the Loop and again is raising ire. But 
mixed with that anger over the soaring fees is a 
growing sense among at least some residents that 
the new parking boxes themselves aren’t all bad. 
Some people are even growing fond of them. 

“With the rates the way they are, I am able 
to get a parking space when I need it because 
it because the fee is a deterrent to people who 
might leave their car there for hours,” said 
Centre Varton, 54, who regularly commutes 
into the Loop from Bellwood. 

Andy Koehler, 23, of Logan Square, said he 
appreciates the credit card option on the new 
machines and the fact that parkers can use curb 
space more efficiently without the standard 
meter-marked spots. 

For those who do not use credit cards in the 
meters, the higher rates also can mean carrying 
around heavy loads of quarters. 

Pulling a handful of coins from his pants 
pocket, A 1 Wuch of the North Side said, “I 
carry all these quarters now. I collect them.” 

At a nearby restaurant, owner Stan Housman 
said that some of his employees have quit 
because the parking is so expensive. 

“Our waitresses are making around $4.25 
an hour with tips and they are getting taxed,” 
Housman said. “So, if there is no business, then 
it could actually cost them money to drive into 
work.” 


Drivers to pay a quarter 
to 75 cents more to park

The sticker shock won’t be quite as bad as last 
year— and this time you can leave the bulky 
bag of quarters at home— but Chicago park- 
ing meter rates go up again Monday 

Drivers will pay anywhere from a quarter 
more an hour to park in city neighborhoods 
to 75 cents more in the Loop, where the hourly 
rate hits $4.25. 

The new year increases will be a way of life 
through at least 2013 as part of Mayor Daley’s 
unpopular deal to lease the meters to a private 
company for an upfront cash windfall. 

The rate hikes cap off what’s been a frustrat- 
ing year for Chicago street parkers. The year 
started with rates quadrupling at some spots. 
Then many meters broke down when parkers 


stuffed too many quarters in them. More tick- 
ets were written. Newly installed pay boxes 
didn’t always work. And then some of them 
froze when winter arrived. 

The new prices will be phased in Monday, 
and the private company leasing the meters 
said it hopes to have all its 4,100 electronic 
pay boxes updated by the end of January 
Drivers will be able to park at the old rate at 
a given machine until a technician comes out 
to update it. 

Avis LaVelle, a spokeswoman for Chicago 
Parking Meters LLC, touted technological 
advances such as the ability to use credit cards 
at the payboxes in defending the higher cost. 

“It’s a greatly enhanced system that offers 
motorists many more conveniences than 
before,” LaVelle said. 

Battered by the issue for much of the year, 
Daley alternately accepted responsibility for 
the problem-plagued transition and lashed out 


at those who criticized the deal. 

On Wednesday Budget Department spokes- 
man Pete Scales said the 75-year, $1.2 billion lease 
gave the city a quick shot of revenue, shielding 
residents from widespread service cuts or tax 
increases when the economy took a dive. 

“It protected taxpayers by providing 
$1.2 billion and has allowed the city to contin- 
ue providing critical services to residents that 
would otherwise been cut, or even preserved 
by substantially raising taxes,” Scales said via 
e-mail. ‘As Mayor Daley has said, he would not 
increase taxes or cut critical services during 
this economic recession.” 

Daley responded to public skepticism by 
pledging to set aside $400 million from the 
meter lease to collect interest in a long-term 
reserve fund to offset the nearly $20 million in 
annual lost city parking revenue. But less than a 
year later, Daley withdrew $270 million from the 
long-term fund to help balance the city budget. 


PAYBOX QUESTIONS 

Can you take your parking slip with you from one parking spot 
• to another until the time runs out? 

A: It depends. Parkers can take valid receipts from one parking spot to another as 
long as the parking zone is priced the same or lower. For example, if a driver got a 
parking receipt at a meter in the Loop and had time left, the receipt could be used 
again in a neighborhood like Lincoln Park that charges lower rates. But, a receipt 
originally issued from a machine in Lincoln Park could not be used in the Loop. 


How often are parking meter boxes freezing up? 

• And what is the parking meter company doing about it? 

A: According to Avis LaVelle, a spokeswoman for the private company 
that took over parking meters in the city, there have been two freezing 
“episodes” since the new machines have been operational. LaVelle 
estimated the incident earlier this month affected about 2 percent of the 
parking boxes at any given time. De-icer is being used on the boxes. 


Do people get tickets for putting 
• the parking slip in the wrong 
place in their car? 

A: No. Parking enforcement officials are 
told to look anywhere on the dashboard, 
although the curb side is recommended, 
LaVelle said. -Chicago tribune 
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Accountant accused 
of bilking Chicago State 

A Chicago State University 
accountant is accused of stealing 
close to $4,000 in cash from the 
university. Laverne Sanders, 52, of 
the 7600 block of Calumet Ave., 
faces felony theft charges. Working 
in the university’s cashier’s office, 
she collected more than $15,000 in 
checks and $3,985 in cash payments 
from students, prosecutors said. 

She was responsible for depositing 
all the money but instead kept the 
cash, prosecutors said. When she 
was asked by her supervisor and 
later an arresting university officer 
about the missing money, she 
confessed to taking $800 but said 
she didn’t know what happened to 
the rest of the money. 

West Side fire 
leaves two homeless 

Firefighters responded Wednesday 
to a West Side fire that affected two 
adjacent two-flat homes, one of 
them vacant, and left two people 
homeless, a fire spokesman said. 

The fire was reported about 
5:30 a.m. in the 3000 block of West 
Warren Boulevard and put out about 
an hour later, said Cmdr. Will Knight, 
the spokesman. No injuries were 
reported, Knight said. 

Bandits come up empty 
in attempt to steal ATM 

Two masked bandits tied up a half 
dozen employees at a North Side 
recycling facility Wednesday and 
tried to carry off an ATM there, 
police said. But it was too heavy, and 
they left empty-handed. Police were 
called to Sims Metal Management, 
Inc., 1509 W. Cortland St., about 
6:45 a.m. after the employees 
managed to free themselves. 

None of the employees were hurt. 
Police were hunting for the would- 
be robbers, who drove off in a 
dark-colored Jeep Cherokee with 
temporary Illinois tags. 

Cage-free eggs 
at House of Blues 

The House of Blues concert venue 
chain is making the switch Jan. 1 
to cage-free eggs in all its venues, 
a company rep said. The Humane 
Society of the United States-which 
helped develop the new policy- 
announced the change in a news 
release Wednesday. House of Blues 
uses more than 2 million eggs each 
year for its dining menu, according 
to the release.

Kermilia Wellington, a senior at Fenger High 
School, wants to go to Southern Illinois 
University next year, but she doesn’t have 
access to a computer to fill out the online 
application. 

If 
I can’t do it in time. I’m going to the Navy,” 
said Wellington, i8, whose neighborhood 
library in the Altgeld Gardens public hous- 
ing complex has been closed since it flooded 
in March.

Wellington was among 20 Fenger stu- 
dents who showed up at Mayor Daley’s office 
Wednesday to protest the lack of a neighbor- 
hood library and school. 

Daley was not in his office, but a represen- 
tative briefly came out to hear the students’ 
concerns. Wellington handed him a copy of a 
poem that read: “We don’t have a library, we

Bronzeville, which is part of the Douglas and 
Grand Boulevard community areas on the South 
Side, saw two homicides in the past week. 

A 32-year-old man was stabbed to death 
Wednesday morning in the 3500 block of South 
King Drive, police said. Meanwhile, a 79-year-old 
man was shot to death Christmas Eve in the 
800 block of East 47th Street. 

December has been the deadliest month 
this year for Bronzeville, according to a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data. Bronzeville 
has seen four homicides this month and 16 
homicides this year. Thirteen of the 16 homicides 
occurred in the second half of the year, RedEye 
found. 

Twelve of the victims died from gunshot 
wounds while four were stabbed to death. 
Fourteen of the victims were males and all 
victims were black. The victims ranged in age 
from 18 to 79, RedEye found. 

Citywide, Chicago police have recorded 34 
homicides so far this month including a fatal car 
crash in which a driver was initially charged with 
reckless homicide. Police logged 29 murders in

Al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula, an off- 
shoot of Osama bin Laden’s group, claimed it 
was behind the attempt to bomb a Detroit- 
bound airliner. Nigerian Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab, a 23 -year-old passenger, was 


arrested Friday after he allegedly tried to 
bring down the Northwest Airlines flight, 
carrying 289 people. 

U.S. investigators said Abdulmutallab told 
them he received training and instructions 
from al-Qaida operatives in Yemen. Yemen’s 
government has said Abdulmutallab spent 
two periods in the country, from 2004-2005 
and from August to December of this year, 
just before the attempted attack. 

Abdulmutallab’s Yemen connection has 
drawn attention to al-Qaida’s growing pres- 
ence in the impoverished and lawless coun- 
try, which is located on the tip of the Arabian 
Peninsula across the Gulf of Aden from 
Somalia. 



‘Best Job’ 
packs a sting 


□ ADELAIDE, Australia Trouble struck 
paradise this week when a British man 
who has the “Best Job in the World” as the 
caretaker of a tropical Australian island was 
stung by a potentially lethal jellyfish. 

Ben Southall— who won a contest to blog 
about life on Australia’s Hamilton Island to 
promote tourism— wrote Tuesday that he 
was lucky to have survived his brush with the 
extremely venomous Irukandji jellyfish. 

Earlier this week, Southall was getting 
off a Jet Ski in the ocean when he felt “a 
small bee-like sting” on his arm. When he 
later noticed a tingling in his hands and feet, 
island staff took Southall to the doctor. 

Progressive symptoms of fever, headache, 
lower back pain, chest tightness and high 
blood pressure led the doctor to diagnose 
that Southall had been stung by an Irukandji 
jellyfish. He was given pain medication and 
slept off the venom’s effects overnight.

Foie gras: Bye-bye, liver 

D Call it the battle of the chefs and 
the city. In 2006, the City Council 
banned restaurants from serving foie 
gras, a controversy-sparking specialty 
made with the fattened livers of force- 
fed geese and ducks. Mayor Daley 
dubbed it the “silliest law” the Council 
ever passed. It was repealed in 2008. 

Cell phone laws: OMG! 

B ln 2005, it became illegal to talk 
on hand-held cell phones while 
driving. In 2008, the Council tacked 
texting or Internet browsing to the 
restriction. 

Smoking ban: 

Puff, puff, pass 

B Puffing on cigars and cigarettes 
went up in smoke in virtually all 
indoor public places in Chicago due to a 
2006 City Council ban that initially gave 
restaurants and bars until July 1, 2008, to 
comply. However, a broad anti-smoking 
state law signed in 2007 hastened the 
deadline to January 2008. 

Parking meters: 

When Daley met LAZ 

□ Mayor Daley attracted ire from 
aldermen and residents alike 
earlier this year after leading the 
council to ink a deal with Chicago 
Parking Meters LLC, a company that 
paid the city $1.15 billion as part of a 
75-year lease to manage on-street 
parking. Not only did the deal mean 
parking rates went up four-fold, 

Chicago Parking Meters, along with 
partner LAZ, initially faced problems 
aplenty in the form of broken meters, 
overcharges and inaccurate signage.

Cab fuel surcharge 

□ Higher gas prices put such a 
hurting on local cabbies in 2008 
that the City Council voted to allow 
the first-ever fuel-related surcharge, 
according to the Tribune. The amount, 
which is added to the $2.25 customers 
are charged when they enter a cab, kicks 
in at $1 extra when a gallon of regular 
unleaded stands at $3.20 or higher for 
seven consecutive business days and is 
50 cents for each ride when the price of 
gas remains at $2.70 a gallon or higher 
for seven consecutive business days.

This decade was the same as any other 
around here: mediocre. Sure, there 
were some highlights (the 2005 White 
Sox), but that’s like one tasty nugget in 
a bag of ... you know. The 2006 Bears 
teased us, the Bulls were awful, the Cubs 
came close-several times-and the 
Blackhawks came home, bag boy, redeye 

I’m not sure how many 
times you can tear up 
a plan and start over, 
but the Bulls set the 
record. First it was Elton 
Brand, then it was Tyson Chandler 
and Eddy Curry. Tim Floyd coached, 
then Bill Cartwright, then Scott Skiles. 
Picking up the phone on Christmas 
meant you were history. Only this was 
learned: In the NBA, there are only a 
few difference-makers out there on the 
court. The rest are over-paid kids. Either 
you have a few of those guys or you 
don’t. For the decade, the Bulls didn’t. 

Sammy Sosa was the 
star. That was the story, 
and the problem. He 
struck out too much, and 
the Cubs would always 
disappoint. Big-time managers have 
all tried to win: Baylor, Baker, Piniella. 
Even ownership finally changed. 2003 
brought a new level of pain, and I don’t 
know that Chicago has recovered. One 
thing’s for sure: The stakes have gone 
up, and losing isn’t cute anymore. 

They won it all in 2005 
with grit and guts. They 
have a manager who 
says what he feels (how 
refreshing) and a-go- 
for-it-all GM, who sometimes gambles 
and wins on the cheap, and sometimes 
doesn’t. They’re not the top story in town, 
so they play hard and go about their 
business. Someday, people will notice. 

2001 brought us the worst 
13-3 team ever. Someone 
landed a spaceship 
on Soldier Field. 2006 
brought a Super Bowl 
with good and bad Rex. One decade, 
nine quarterbacks. Overall, a monument 
to family-owned mediocrity. 

I’ll keep it simple: No 
matter how badly you play, 
no matter how awfully you 
treat your fans, how poorly 
you draft, how often you 
don’t pay players, you can still put the 
pieces together and come back strong. 
And Chicago will be waiting with open 
arms ... as if you’ve never left.

TAMPA The quarterback who made his name with a 
217-yard rushing performance agreed to shackle his legs 
late in the season because of a left hamstring strain. 

Mike Kafka said he didn’t strike a formal deal with 
offensive coordinator Mick McCall, but he acquiesced 
when coaches asked him to jog, not sprint, away from 
trouble. 

‘They told me, ‘Be careful,’ ” Kafka recalled. “Thankfully 
because of our offensive line, we didn’t have that many 
sacks those two games, so I didn’t have to get out and run 
a lot.” 

Kafka did just enough to beat Iowa (72 passing yards) 
before enjoying a 305-yard passing day at Illinois. Now 
Kafka regains his second dimension, as the team’s most 
effective runner.
